FORT MEADE (AFP) - A 
verdict is expected today in 
the trial of US soldier 
Bradley Manning, who faces 
life behind bars for leaking a 
massive trove of secret gov¬ 
ernment files to WikiLeaks. 

US military judge Denise 
Lind plans tD issue her judge¬ 
ment at 17DG GMT her office 
said Monday. 

Manning was serving as 
an intelligence analyst in Iraq 
when he sent the ant:-secrecy 
website avast cache of secret 
diplomatic cables and classi¬ 


fied military reports from 
Iraq and Afghanistan. 

The -year-old has ad¬ 
mitted to leaking some 
700,000 documents but de¬ 
nied other charges, including 
the most serious count -- that 
he knowingly helped Osama 
bin Laden's global extremist 
n etwo rk Al -Q aed a. 

If convicted of that charge, 
he could spend the rest of his 
life in prison The sentencing 
phase of the trial could begin 
as early as Wednesday

Pope Francis: *Who am I to 

judge” gays? 



VATICAN CITY (AFP) - 
Pope Francis reached out to 
gays on Monday, declaring 
th at it i s no t In s pi ac e to i udge 
them -- while also condemn¬ 
ing the Vatican's isp orted gay 
lobby as a "serious problem" 

The remarks to journalists 
as he flew back to Rome 
from a high-profile trip to 
Brasil appeared to be more 
conciliatory towards homo¬ 
sexuals than lus predecessor 
Benedict XVI. 

"If s Dm eon e is gay and 
seeks the Lord with good 
will, who am I to judge?" the 
pope asked 

"The problem is not hav¬ 
ing tins orientation, it is lob¬ 


bying That's the most serious 
problem." 

The pope had admitted in 
June that there was a "gay 
lobby" in the Vatican's secre¬ 
tive administration, the Raman 
Cun a, according to a Latin 
Amen can Catholic website 

It followed earlier Italian 


media reports claiming that a 
secret report by cardinals inves¬ 
tigating Vatican leaks included 
allegations of corruption and 
blackmail attempts against gay 
clergymen, and on the other 
hand, favouritism b ased on gay 
relationships

With the 
new class of 44 Customs Of¬ 
ficers, the Aruba Customs 
Service has now filled the 
void to be left bv those leav-

mg on pension They now 
can fulfill their role of ade¬ 
quately controlling our fron¬ 
tiers. 

The program far entering 
the Customs Corps began m 
August 2012 and after nine 


months this big class com¬ 
pleted the program to become 
"hominies. 11 (Officers m the 
2nd rank) This is the second 
rank m the hierarchy of the 
Customs. They entered as 
" hulp -ko mmi e s," t emp or ary 
employees and now that they 
have completed the course 
they become a'Tommies.” 

With these 44 employees, 
Customs has more officers iD 
watch aver our frontiers both 
at the Granjestad wharf San 
Nicolaas, Barcadera and at 


the airport Tins need con¬ 
tinue to grow in view of the 
large number of tourists ar¬ 
riving at the airport and via 
cruise ships. Along with this 
is the large amount of cargo 
arriving on the island daily 
All efforts can be made to en¬ 
sure that no illicit material 
enters our island, and to en¬ 
sure that the government re¬ 
ceives her fair share of 
income duties. 

During the nine months 
course, various instructors 
were responsible for teaching 
this group The material con¬ 
sisted of both theory and 
practice The lessons in¬ 
cluded a list of laws relating 
to import duties, penalty is¬ 
sues, and import tariffs, etc 
Also included were laws re¬ 
lated to drugs, medicine, 
arms and the importation of

Customs has existed on 
Aruba since IB34, way back 
in the colornEil days. The first 
office of the Customs was lo¬ 


cated an the old pier where 
the former Bali Restaurant 
was located In 1936, Aruba 
received her own inspector of 
Customs who resorted at the 
tune under the Department of 
Taxes 

In January 2 D13, a change 
was enacted in the Customs 


Department with tins depart¬ 
ment assuming their ami in¬ 
dependence and resorting 
directly under the Minister o f 
Finance. The Customs Corps 
today has 227 employees 
both in the hierarchy of the 
Customs as well as m admin¬ 
istrative personnel.

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Quit now, Democrats 
tell embattled Weiner 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
A maj Dfity of New York De¬ 
mocrats want disgraced for¬ 
mer Congressman Anthony 
Weiner out of the race to be 
the city's next mayor, accord¬ 
ing to a poll published on 
Monday. 

Weiner, who admitted last 
week to conducting a steamy 
cyber affair a year after simi¬ 
lar conduct forced him Id re¬ 
sign from Congress, has 
already been urged to quit by 
Democrat bigwigs 

The latest survey, earned 
out by Qummpiac Univer¬ 
sity’s Polling Institute, found 
jj percent of registered De¬ 
mocrats want him to quit the 
race, against 40 percent who 
say he should continue to 
campaign. 

The poll also confirmed 
that 1 ast week's salacious rev¬ 
elations about Ins online rela¬ 
tionship with Sydney 
Leathers have left him with 
little chance of ’winning the 
S ep temb er p n mary From 
b emg tlie frontrunner in June, 
he has slid to fourth in the 
Democrat field, with only 16 
percent support. 

City C o until sp e ak er 
Christine Quinn leads the 
pack with 27 percent and 
Werner is also now trailing 
Bill de Blasio and William 
Thompson 


“With six weeks to go, 
any tiring can happen but it 
looks like farmer Congress¬ 
man Anthony Weiner may 
have sexted himself right out 
of the race," said Quinnipiac 
director Maurice Carroll. 

Weiner was dealt another 
blow over the weekend when 
his campaign manager Danny 
Kedem quit, telling friends 
that tlie candidate had not 
been upfront with him about 
the nature of the damaging 
revelations likely to emerge 
on the hustings 

David Axelrod, the strate¬ 
gist who guided President 
B ara ck Oh ama t o hi s el e eti o n 
victories, has told Weiner he 
is wasting his time continu¬ 
ing the fi ght " Am en c ans b e- 
lieve m second chances, but 
not third chances,' he said 
Weiner shrugged off the 
advice. " I don't take my views 
an politics from the Sunday 
talk shows," he said Monday 
" Or from the headline writers 
These are tlie people who did 
not want me to run in the first 
place. I'm going to keep talk¬ 
ing about the tilings that mat¬ 
ter to this city" 

Weiner's 2011 resignation 
from Congress came after he 
accidentally tweeted a picture 
of himself in Ins underwear 
to all Ins followers rather than 
the young woman lie was 
then courting online

Francis also fielded questions 
about Battista Ricca, who 
was appointed by the pontiff 
to a key position at the trou¬ 
bled Vatican bank but is em¬ 
broiled in allegations that lie 
had gay relationships with 
male prostitutes 

The pope said he had or¬ 
dered a "brief investigation 
but we found nothing on 
him". 

"I have not seen anyone at 
the Vatican who is registered 
as gay on his identity card," 
he said, adding however “We 
acknowledge that, there are 
(gays) “ 

Nevertheless, "the cate¬ 
chism of the Catholic Church 
says clearly that we must not 
m argm all s e tli es e p e a pi e wh □ 
should be integrated m the 
society,.' he added 

The Italian weekly L'E- 
spresso tins month reported 
that Ricca had gay relation¬ 
ships during his time at the 
Vatican embassy of Montev¬ 
ideo in Uruguay as well as an 
affair with a Swiss guard 
which ultimately saw him 
sent back to Rome m dis¬ 
grace in 20 ID 

Because of an internal bid 
to cover up Ricca's activities, 
Francis apparently was un¬ 
aware of Ins past before ap¬ 
pointing him as Ins personal 


representative at the scandal- 
lut bank tins year. 

Gay rights groups had 
voiced hope on Francis's ap¬ 
pointment that the Argentin¬ 
ian pope would be friendlier 
to homosexuals than his 
predecessor 

Benedict had angered the 
gay community with Ins sug¬ 
gestion m 2D03 that homo¬ 
sexuality was as much of a 
threat to the survival of tlie 
human race as climate 
change 

As Latin America's first 
pontiff, lie was given a rack 
star's welcome on Fno de 
Janeiro's legendary Copaca- 
bana beach, with a sea of 
faithful waving flags, danc¬ 
ing and chanting "long live 
the pope!" on die crescent¬ 
shaped shoreline 

Wrapping up Ins first trip 
abroad since his election in 
March, the head of tlie 
world's 1.2 billion Roman 
Catholics hammered home 
his plea for young believers 
gathered for World Youth 
Day tD "go and make disci¬ 
ples of all nations" 

He waved away security 
concerns, saying: "A bishop 
and his people cannot be sepa¬ 
rated by an armoured vehicle " 
"I prefer taking a risk," he 
said.

Manning's supporters 
argue that a conviction 
would be a huge blow for 
press freedoms in the 
United States and would 
deter future whistleblowers 
from exposing government 
wrongdoing. 


CANNES (AFP) - An armed 
man who staged a brazen 
heist in a French Riviera lux¬ 
ury ho t el to ok a ff with j ewel s 
worth $ 136 million. (1D3 mil¬ 
lion euros), prosecutors said 
Monday, m one of tlie world's 
biggest jewellery thefts 
Undisturbed by security 
staff, the man on Sunday 
walked into the Carlton m the 
posh resort of Cannes -- a 
hotel popular with film stars 
that was once the location of 
Alfred Hitchcock's thriller 
"To Catch A Thief 

Armed with a semi-auto¬ 
matic pistol, lus head covered 
with a doth he proceeded to 
steal items that were part of 
an exhibition by a group 
owned by Israeli billionaire 
Lev Leviev, escaping with a 
briefcase full of jewels and 


watches incrust eel in dia¬ 
monds 

Authorities had initially 
estimated die heist was worth 
$53 million (40 million 
euros), but after an inventory 
of the exhibition, prosecutors 
in Grasse near Cannes have 
concluded that it is valued at 
a much higher $ 13 6 million 

As such, it comes head-to- 
head with what is considered 
the world's largest ever haul 
of jewellery -- valued at 
around 100 million euros -- 
which to ok place in B elgium 
in 2003. 

It is also France's biggest 
diamond heist, eclipsing a 
200S incident when three 
men stole almost every piece 
on display at a jewellery ex¬ 
hibition in Pans, a theft val¬ 
ued at 35 million euros

The extensive, three-day 
sweep took place in 76 US 
citi es in conj uncti on with loc al, 
state, and federal law enforce¬ 
ment as well as the the Na¬ 
tional Center far Missing and 
Exploited Children (NCMEG), 
it said m a statement 

Most of the freed youths are 


NCMEC CEO John Ryan 
said the sting, dubbed Opera¬ 
tion Cross Country, "demon¬ 
strates just how many of 
America's children are being 
sold for sex every day, many 
on die Internet" 

The Justice Department has 
estimated that nearly 450,000 
children run away from home 
each year and that one-third of 
teens living on the street will 
be lured toward prostitution 
within 45 hours of leaving 
home 


Mexican admiral killed 
in ambush 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - A 
Mexican admiral has been shot 
to death m an ambush in a re¬ 
gion where security forces 
have been battling a powerful

fear their lives are in danger, 
even if they might have been 
able to safely retreat 

"The thing about this law is 
1 just think it assisted the per¬ 
son who killed my son to get 
away with murder," Sybnna 
Fulton told a National Bar As¬ 
sociation conference in Miami 
Beach. 


"I think we have to change 
these laws so people don't get 
away with murder," she added. 

Martin was walking through 
a gated Florida community, 
carrying iced tea and sweets, 
when Zimmerman fatally shot 


him after a confrontation 
Zimmerman's trial lawyers 
did not explicitly invoke the 
"standyour ground" law dur¬ 
ing the trial, arguing instead 
that he acted in self-defense 
in the traditional sense. 

But the case stirred up 
controversy around such 
laws, present in some 3D 
states.

Holder has urged a rethink of 
such laws However, Florida 
Governor Pick Scott has said 
he will not seek a rollback 
Civil rights leaders have

Hernandez, a Bristol, Connecti¬ 
cut native and former New England Patriot, has been 
charged with the murder of Odin Lloyd, a 27-year-old 
Boston semi-professional football player. Lloyd's body 
was found June 17 in an industrial park about a mile 
from Hernandez's Massachusetts home. He was shot 
five times. Hernandez, who has pleaded not guilty, is 
being held in lieu of bond. Police said they are search¬ 
ing for evidence in the case, including the murder 
weapon. 


Cycling: Zabel resigns 
from post following 
doping admission 



LAUSANNE (AFP) - For¬ 
mer Tour de France sprint 
ace Erik Zabel resigned 
from his position with the 
Professional Cycling Coun¬ 
cil Monday following his 
doping admissions, the In¬ 
ternational Cycling Union 
said 

The 43-year-old gave an 
interview published on the 
Sueddeutsche Zeitung web¬ 
site Sunday in winch he ad¬ 
mitted to using EPG between 
1996 and 2004 

The six-tune Tour green jer¬ 
sey winner's confession came a 
few days after a French gov¬ 
ernment commission released 
the names of a number of cy¬ 
clists whose retroactively 
tested samples from 1993 and 
1999 had come up positive in 
2004. 

Back m 1993 and 1999 
there was no test for EPG 

Zabel retired as one of the 
greatest sprinters in die sport's 
history in 3003, a year after he 
had admitted to having tried 
EPO m 1996 in the lead-up to 


the Tour de France 

However his latest admis¬ 
sion showed he lied even then 
as he previously claimed he 
had only dried it for a week be¬ 
fore stopping due to side ef¬ 
fects. 

In Sunday’s interview he 
also owned up to using corti¬ 
sone and blood doping 

He was among several high 
profile names whose retested 
samples showed they used 
EPO during the 1993 or 1999 
Tours. 

Zabel’s son Rick, now 19, 
has just, signed Ins first profes¬ 
sional cycling contract.

QUITO (AFP) - Ecuador striker [ 

Christian Benitez has died sud-1 
denly In Qatar at the age of 27, I 
his agent Jose Chamorro I 
said.Speaking to Ecuadorian I 
Gama TV, Chamorro claimed I 
Benitez, known as "Chucho", I 
had suffered a heart-attack. He I 
had complained of abdominal I 
pains and was transferred to a 
hospital, where he died on Mon- u 
day, Chamorro said. Benitez, who was top scorer in the Mexican league last season 
with Club America, had just signed for Qatari outfit El-Jaish and had travelled to the 
club to undergo a medical before completing his move. El-Jaish said in a statement 
that Benitez played on Sunday with the team in a match against Qatar Sports Club in 
the Sheikh Jassem Cup "without complaining of any health problems." Ecuador's in¬ 
terior minister Jose Serrano took to Twitter to pay tribute to the player, who also turned 
out for English side Birmingham City for one season. Benitez was considered a key 
part of Colombian coach Reinaldo Rueda's Ecuador team that is hoping to qualify for 
next year's World Cup in Brazil, sitting third in the South American qualifying group.
